Lewis Again Gen. Mgr.
And Vanderlip To

Furnish Funds
Following a mass meeting at­ 

tended by about 2000 stockholders 
of the Palos Verdes project held at 
Trinity Auditorium, Los Angeles, 
Monday night, it was announced 
that Prank A. Vanderlip, interna­ 
tional financier, is heading a group 
of Wall street capitalists, and that 
work at Palos Verdes will be speed­ 
ed' up.

It was also announced to the as­ 
tonished stockholders that the Com­ 
monwealth Trust company had been 
organized for the   sale purpose of 
taking over the trusteeship from 
the Title Insurance and Trust com­ 
pany.

The Vanderlip interests, it was 
announced, through the new Com­ 
monwealth Trust company, stand 
ready to finance further test wells 
on the property'in the event that 
the one now being drilled does not 
produce oil in commercial quantities. 

Mr. Lewis exhibited a small vial 
of oil, which he said was the first 
taken from the well.

The announcement, which sent 2,- 
000 stockholders into wild bursts of 
applause, means in effect that those 
who would hinder the development 
of Palos Verdes, as alleged by Mr. 
Lewis, now face an opponent whose 
apital is unlimited.

At the same time it was an­ 
nounced that E. G. Lewis, promoter 
of the project, whose withdrawal as 
active head of the organization was 
announced a month ago, wilj 
sume .his former active duties.

"Not one cent of the underwriting 
trust funds, the money you have 
subscribed, has been used for any 
purpose," Mr. Lewis told the stock­ 
holders. "The entire-expense of the 
underwriting/ the surveys, selection 
maps,-engineering work and other 
expenditures, has been borne by me, 
with the help of my associate!, to 
the extent of more than $1,000,000. 

"Insead of withdrawing from this 
big enterprise, as the hostile inter­ 
ests anticipated I would do, I shall 
be ever ready to lend every aid and 
counsel in carrying this great proj­ 
ect through to a superb consumma­ 
tion," Mr. Lewis concluded.

Mr. Lewis said the Title Insur­ 
ance and Trust company had with­ 
drawn from the trust agreement af­ 
ter giving the 9000 subscribers op­ 
portunity to repudiate their sub­ 
scriptions. He said that less than 
100 had seen fit to do so.

A partial check revealed that 75 
per cent of those attending the 
meeting had signed a transfer of 
theTF "suBscfIptibns" from" the "Title" 
Insurance and Trust company to the 
Commonwealth Trust company. Of­ 
ficials of Palos Verdes said they be­ 
lieved the percentage was larger.

Among other announcements was 
that of the retirement of John H. 
'overlay as trust officer of the Title 

Insurance and Trust company, and 
his affiliation with Palos Verdea as 
manager; that the Vanderlip inter­ 
ests, who control the project, stand 
ready to sell land in Palos Verdes 
at $312 an acre. There is now 
enough money in hand, he said, to 
purchase 6600 acres.

The Commonwealth Trust com­ 
pany will have a building of iia 
own, but until that time will func­ 
tion through offices in the Title In­ 
surance and Trust building.

Jay Lawyer, attorney for the Van­ 
derlip syndicate, is president of the 
new Institution; Harry Lee Martin, 
vice-president and general manager 
of the Mortgage Guarantee Co.; J. 
H. Coverly, former trust officer of 
the Title Insurance and Trust Co.; 
George A. Rogers, president of the 
Union Rock Co,, all of Los Angeles; 
J. D. Finley, capitalist; E. W. Har­ 
den of the James B. Colgate bank-' 
ing firm, New York, and H. E. Ben­ 
edict of the Vanderlip syndicate are 
Interested in the new project.

Following the decision of the title 
company to bring the trust agree­ 
ment to an eud, Frank A. Vander­ 
lip, who beads the syndicate con­ 
trolling the big estate, was sent for 
and has been In the city for sev­ 
eral days in conference with parties 
at interest. Mr. Vanderlip has so 

declined to comment upon "the 
situation, but Mr. Lewis said in bis 
address Monday night that the 
'Vanderlip interests" were behind 
the new trust company and that 
every support would be accorded 
the project under its new manage­ 
ment.

WHERE IS THE 
MONEY? SEC­ 
RETARIES ASK

Fourth District Meeting 
Wants Light on High­ 

way Funds
Where la the money? This is the 

question which took first place in 
the deliberations of the commercial 
secretaries of the chambers of com­ 
merce of the fourth district at a 
meeting held in Long Beach Tues­ 
day afternoon, and attended by Sec­ 
retary Gadeky of Torrance.

The money under consideration is 
the sum received from the sale of 
bonds for the completion of the 
coast highly from Oznard to San 
Juan Caplstrano.

Much has been said and written 
about the completion of this vital 
link in the great state highway, 
skirting the coast, which will ex­ 
tend when completed from San 
Francisco and ultimately to the 
Oregon line.

The route has been selected and 
the work -is practically completed 
except through a part of Venture 
and Orange counties and through 
Los Angeles county.

Now it is reported that no funds 
are available for the completion of 
the highway, and representatives of 
the communities from Long Beach 
to Oznard are in session here today

ganized in record time, and accord­ 
ing to the Lewis interests was the 
last official act of retiring State 
Bank ' Superintendent Jonathan S.
